In 
fact, he says it fs one of the best nataral réads 
08 the Continent, requiring but little work to 
render it a splendid stage route, The route 
will rus nearly dye North to old Fort Hall on 
Suake riyer, and thenee two roads will diverge, 
one to Bojse bearing ‘te. the Northwest, and | 
presently to’ be stocked ; the other to Virginia | 
City, Eastern Bannaek, on which it is proposed | 
immediately commence running four 
coaches, at least at as early a day as the 
in progress can be eonsum- 


The Bese by the last named road from , 
Salt Lake. to Bannack City, is 407 miles—to 
Virginia City direct, 418 iniles,. and to the last | 
mentioned place via Bannack City, 475 miles, 
It is as yet, undetermined which of the routes 
to Virginia will be selected, whether via Ban- 
nack or direct to Virginia. Mr. Bromley also 
selected the locations for the intermediate sta- 
tions at convenient distances, along the entire 
route. -We understand that the stock and new 
ceaches, were to have left Atchison early in 


‘April, and may be expected to arrive bere 


about the lst of May. when the coaches, which 
are splendid Concord hacks, especially design- 
ed for this route, will commence making 
regular trips. It is said that they are all filled 


- with passengers from Atchison, mostly bound 


for the Bannack mines. 

Mr. Bromley represents. business and min- 
ing as active, and everybody in the highest 
spirits at the mines with the prospect of tak- | 


ing out great quantities of gold during the 


coming Summer. A very large immigration 
is expected from the East and already begin- 
ning to arrive, while full stocks of goods are 
looked for, for tle supply of the thousands 
already there and tending thitherward. 

We have heretofore dilated on the impor- 
tance to Utah of the opening up of regular 
stage commanication with other parts of the 
continent, and especially of this to the rich 
mines of Idaho. We are gratified, therefore,’ 
to be able to announce that in a few weeks, 
at farthest, this route will be aa established 
fact, and to congratulate our own people, as 
welfas the hardy and adventurous miners of 
Baasack, on this communication so de- 
youtly for. .

The whisky question was finally set- 
tled.in the House today. Washburn 
moved an amendment to the tax bill, 
taxing stock on hand, which was lost 
by 70 to 52. The rate > of taxation was 
then fixed at $1 per gallon on alt -whis- 
lky manufactured from May Ist to Jan- 
uary Ist; after the latter date $2 25 
per ‘gallo ; ale and lager were fixed 
at $1 per thirty gallons. The House 
has thus far acted on 75 of the 175 
sections of the bill. 

The House Military Committee has 
nearly completed a bill for the consoli- 
dation of all old artillery regiments 
into one corps to be commanded by a 
Major General. This officer will have 
charge of all the artillery of the U.S. 

The Senate Finance Committee have 
reported to the House a bank bill with 
some forty amendments which will 
materially change the provisions of [ 
the bill.. They reserve to the States 
the right to tax the national banks 
and also to fix the rate of interest. 
This is not in accordance with the 
wishes of Secretary Chase, and the 
contest over these provisions will be 
sharp.
